Housing audit: city cleans up

Portland’s Housing Bureau, found in 2014 to have seri- 
ous performance lapses, has cleaned up its act in the three 
years since, a new audit found. 

Back then, housing officials did a poor job overseeing 
more than 250 apartment complexes required by city 
incentive programs to rent some or all of their units at 
low cost to residents with low incomes. They failed to 
review tenants’ incomes and rent on time, did not con- 
sistently conduct inspections and were years behind on

sending landlords bills for repayment of city loans, the 
audit found. 

The Portland Housing Bureau has improved its manage- 
ment substantially since then, according to the new city 
audit released Tuesday. 

It closely monitors tenant incomes and landlord rent 
payments, it found. Complexes that got federal loans are 
inspected every three years, it said. And the agency system- 
atically checks building conditions and financial projections 
to stay on top of critical needs.
